"It is here that legal lim ita­ 
tion s, acceptable at the time of 
tliHr passage, n ow ham strin g the 
d evelopmen t of the arm y in to a 
force 
immed iately available 
for 
whatever d efen sive measures may 
bo n ecessary .” 
Marshall poin ted out that while 
regular un its of the Army may be 
used as compon en ts for special 
"task forces” the Nation al Guard 
organ ization must be utilized for 
the special supportin g un its such 
as an ti aircraft, heavy artillery , 
en gin eers, etc. 
In ad d ition , I}** 
said , “plan s for large un its must 
cover every con ceivable con tin ­ 
gen cy , based on the mean s avail­ 
able.” 
The gen eral said that time is 
required to prepare such forces, 
an d . un d er presen t con d ition s, "we 
m ust submit these plan s to the 
time con sumin g busin ess of public 
in vestigation an d d ebate — alon g 
with the ad vertisem en t of such 
plan s to the world at large.”

jured. They will be killed from 
the effects of high explosives, just 
as much as if they were in a bomb­ 
ing raid in one of the war-stricken 
countries. But all the deaths are i 
preventable. 
Of course our Fourth of J uly 
injuries and mortalities are not a* 
great as they once were. The ex­ 
tent of the slaughter and maiming 
that went on in the early part of 
the century caused such an indig­ 
nant outcry of public opinion that 
measures were taken to stop it. 
The J ournal of the American 
Medical Association published sta­ 
tistics annually listing the casual­ 
ties of the Fourth, but in 1916 
this report was discontinued be­ 
cause they had diminished to such 
an extant as to be negligible. 
Reports Renewed 
In 1937 these reports were re­ 
newed, because there had been a 
gradual increase in injuries to the 
extent that the Association felt 
that it was again necessary to give 
warnings. So the appeal I make 
today for precautions is not with­ 
out reason and is not outdated. 
In 1940 there were eight deaths 
as a result of Fourth of J uly 
injuries. 
Two little girls were 
burned to death from very inno­ 
cent appearing little 
sparklers 
setting fire to their flimsy dresses. 
One man was killed when a high 
explosive went off in the back of 
the car he was driving and startled 
him so that he lost control and 
wrecked the car, injuring other 
occupants. 
There were 4,140 injuries on 
J uly Uh, 1940. Fifteen of these 
were the loss of one or both eyes. 
ThiR is an improvement on 1939 


when there were nineteen. Thirty- 
eight injuries in 1940 were of the 
loss of a finger or other member. 
Supervise Children 
There were two cubes of lock­ 
jaw. 
The 
use of 
anti-tetanus 
serum in all burns or lacerated 
wounds has reduced the incidence 
of lockjaw greatly. 
The most harmless appearing 
little fireworks can produce seri­ 
ous injuries — burns to the eye 
and extensive body burns. 
No 
form of fireworks can be called 
“ harmless.” Children should not 
be left alone to their own devices 
on this our natal day. 
I hope my readers are too intel­ 
ligent to require warning against 
the example of the man who held 
a lighted giant firecracker in his 
mouth “ on a bet” : he lost. 
Legislation is, of course, neces­ 
sary, but legislation alone will not 
accomplish one hundred per cent 
results. 
New J ersey has had a 
mounting list of injuries since it« 
legislation was passed. 
Aroused 
and alert public intelligence alone 
will make the Fourth safe.

To Give U.S. Permission 
To Use All Facilities 


WASHINGTON, July 3—Latln-American nations, banding together 
under hemispheric solidarity, today prepared to grant the United 
States unlimited use of air and naval facilities in case of war. 
Under a proposal advanced by the government of Uruguay in the 
cause of inter-American defense, the United States will be assured of 
continued access to strategic air and naval bases, shipyards and other 
vita! facilities in Central and South America. 
The Uruguayan proposal calls on the 21 American republics to cast 
aside their neutrality should any of their neighbors go to war in de­ 
fense of their rights against na- 


could proclaim neutrality. Under 
international law, as neutrals they 
could deny this country access to 
their defense facilities. 
In 
endorsing the 
Uruguayan 
proposal, 
the State 
Department 
warned Latin American that no 
nation 
in the 
world is 
secure 
from the “unmasked lust for pow­ 
er and loot which has no limit but 
the 
domination 
of 
the 
entire 
world,” 
and w’hich already 
has 
engulfed Europe in a “black night 
of fear and destruction and orga­ 
nized murder.” 
The American note to Uruguay 
asserted that “the safety of the 
Americas hangs in the balance to­ 
day,” adding that this moment “is 
more critical than any which has 
transpired since the achievement 
of their independence.”

The insect survey showed that 
of the ten fields inspected by the 
state entomologists, 182 
percent 
of the wheat plants were infected 
wdth Hessian fly,

vey last year showed a I percent 
infestation.

have been due, the state men told 
County Agent F. K. Blair, to the 
acara!ty of the Hessian fly para­ 
site, which lives off the fly eggs. 
Joint worm, an infestation similar 
to Hessian fly, also has show-n a 
marked increase over last year. Of 
the fields inspected 10.5 of the 
wheat plants were damaged. 
The survey indicates, County 
Agent Blair said, that for 1942 
wheat field* to be free from Hes­ 
sian fly, local farmers will have 
to plant their w-heat after the fly 
free date.

The next m ajor industry alated 
for priority controls is the chemi­ 
cal industry’.
